The  following  Is  the  text  of  the 
speech  delivered  hy  General  Seely  in 
reply  to  the  toast  of  "I'anada  and  the 
Canadian  Koreas,"  proponed  by  Bir 
Hamar  Greenwood  at  the  Canadian 
reunion  dinner,  recently  held  In  Lon- 
don: 

"Toar  Hlghneaa.  Hl«h  Commis- 
aioBer,  Mr.  Amery.  my  comradea  of 

the  Canadian  F:xpadltlonary  Force. — 
There  are  many  here  who  hnve  a 
better  claim  ttmn  I  have  to  rejtpond 
to  this  lo.ist.  lUit  there  \%  otie  <  laim 
I  can  truly  m.ike.  in  whii  h  I  \u  lil  to 
no  one.  I  do  depply  luve  ('.iii.ida  and 
kar  gallant  ^<onx.  with  wh'>m  1  u  im 
prtrtleged  to  serve  in  tha  Held  for 
aleaa  on  four  yeara.  The  moat  prectoua 
•(  my  Ufa  la  tkoae  atrenu- 
whieh  I  apaat  wtth  tha 
Canadian  forces. 

"I  have  been  to  Canada  once  since 
the  war.  to  renew  acquaintance  with 
Canadian  aoidiars  of  the  Creat  War. 
aai  I  hope  often  to  go  a  ram  to  sea 
tham.  ae  long  aa  my  life  lasui.  nut 
I  am  net  CSaaadlan-bom,  and  for  that 
reaaen  I  am  perhapa  more  at  lit>«riy 
to  tall  tha  atary.  la  a  few  worda,  of 
their  great  achievement.  Nothing  ao 
wonderful  aa  that  which  I  have  to  tell 
has  happaaad  In  tha  hifltonr  el  the 
world. 

'The  struggle  in  which  Canada  waa 
engaged  waa,  it  la  true,  tha  quarral 
of  tha  whale  Empire,  and  a  Ufa  and 
daata  strvgtta  for  Ita  malataaanaa. 
bat  It  waa  waged  many  ttaoaaantfa  of 
mllea  from  her  ahores  and  there  waa 
BO  actual  menaee  to  her  aafaty. 

"I'lve  hundred  and  ninety  Ave 
sons  of  Canada  enlisted  the  over- 
whelming majority  of  their  own  free 
will  and  aeaard.  Of  that  number 
41*.M«  want  BVeraaae.  nearly  an  of 
tham  to  rraaoa.  Two  thouaaad.  tve 
feanirai  aad  nlnaty-alght  oAearn  and 
more  than  4t.l«*  other  ranks  were 
killed  In  action.  Many  theuaanda 
more  died  of  their  wounds  In  hospitala 
in  Kngland  and  In  Canada:  lie.OOa 
wera  wounded.

Here  is  Mr.  Crockett's  description  of 
the  first  meeting  of  Irving  and  ^cott: 
"Irving  came  to  Abbotsford  armed 
with  a  letter  of  introduction  from  Mr. 
Tom  Campbell,  who  was  aware  of 
Scott's  high  estimate  of  Irving's  genius. 
He  was  most  cordially  received  and 
welcomed  by  Scott  himself,  who  came 
limping  to  the  gate  followed  by  Xiaida 
(a  greyhound)  Srott  grasped  the 
hand  of  the  stranger  in  a  way  which 
made  Irviag  feel  as  H  they  were  al- 
ready very  old  friends.  At  Abbots- 
ford  Irving  spent  several  of  the  most 
delightful  days  of  his  life,  rambling 
from  morn  tilt  night  about  the  hills  and 
streams;  listening  to  old  tales  told  as 
no  one  but  Scott  could  tell  them;  and 
^charmed  by  the  storied  and  poetical 
issociations  of  the  Tweed.  Scott  was 
forty-aix,  and  in  the  brilliancy  of  his 
early    fame:     Irving   was  thirty-four, 

and  just  rising  in  literary  reputation

"To  this  friendship  we  owe  the  char- 
acter of  ReKecca  of  Ivanhoe. '  Dnriftg 
one  of  their  many  convrniaii'oim,  when 
peraonal  and  family  mattcra  were  ^e 
topiea,  Irving  eonHded  to  -Semt  an 
account  of  the  great  tragedy  of  his  life 
— the  death  of  his  fiancee,  Mathilda 
Hoffman,  and  the  bcautiftti  devotion  of 
her  friend.  Rrherca  Cratz.  of  Phila- 
delphia. Miss  Hoffman  was  the 
daughter  Of  Joaiah  OgiAm  Hoffman,  of 
N'cw  York  To  lirr  Irving  formed  an 
attachment  which  waa  reciprocated.

When  Mo- 
hammed appeared  pnan'  thoi^ht  he 
was  tha  baaat  of  RatiolaUail.  flo  with 
TaBMrlana.  the  Tarka  and  great 
madtaval  haratles. 

la  the  sixtaonth  century  Protestants 
sometimes  declared  that  the  I'ope  of 
Rome  was  the  "man  of  sin"  and  the 
enemies  of  the  great  fteformatlon  were 
"the  little  horn"  of  Daniel.  The 
Ttonian  <'athoiics  followed  ault  by  de- 
claring that  tl|a  Rafornsara  wora  tha 
"beaau"  and  that  UiUior  waa'  "tha 
llttia  koiy."  Tha  oommoatartea  of  the 
par  lad  'ahoii  ntt  tn  itr*  names  of  kings, 

cardinals,  popes,  emperor;",  generals, 
philosophers  and  heretics,  all  said  to 
be  recognised  In  tba  pvophatlcal  hooka 
of  the  Blbla. 

L«|ar  OB,  tha  "Thirty  Taani  War*' 
waa  daelarad  to  ba  tha  revelation  <.t 
antl-Ohrlat.  Still  later,  the  French 
Revolution  was  the  age  of  anti-t'hrist, 
and  Napoleon  was  the  beast.  Water- 
loo wa.N  Armageddon.  In  our  times 
the  KaLtcr  has  been  discovered  in 
Hevelation.  whils  again  and  again  the 
exact  date  of  the  end  of  tha  world  has 
been  fixed,  despit*  th*  statement  of 
Jesus  Christ  "that  of  that,  day  and  of 
that  houj*  knoweth  no  man,  no.  not 
the  Hon  lujt  the  Father."

All  this  ntf  y  sotind  narrow  and  «on- 
trovaratel.  Controversy  has  many 
limitations  and  dangers.

Cuthbert  Tunstal.  the  brilliant 
scholar  and  patron  of  laarnlng.  who 
was  then  Bishop  of  Loadon,  promptly 
aeantad  daagarous  doetrlaaa  In  tha 
ne#  vorstoa  wltK  iU  *suhdola  varsa- 
(ia"  and  Us  "tortuolais  latorprota- 
donlbus." 

He  Innocently  sought  lo  suppress 
It  by  buying  up  Ihe  copies.  ;ind  he 
engaged  Sir  Thomas  Moore  t'(  coniri>- 
vert  "tendencious''  rendering'*.  More 
himself  thought  that  "the  Scripture 
might  without  great  peril,  and  not 
without  great  profits,  be  brought  into 
our  toag  and  takan  to  lay  men  and 
women  both."  though  ha  would  not 
have  had  all  tha  Books  raad  ladtt- 
ferently  by  everybody.  Ha  attaekad 
TIndale  not  only  becaiisa  hla  waa  on 
unauthorized  version,  but  because  it 
savored  of  Ihc  new  doctrines,  and 
was.  he  maintained,  an  Inaccurate 
rendering.

Thara  wara  many  partial  (rsnsln- 
tiaaa  of  tho  Berlpturaa  In  Cngltsh  long 
before  flndala  aad  long  before  Wy- 
clif.  several  going  back  to  Saxon 
times.  Then  there  were  French 
translations  used  In  Kngland  from  the 
twelfth  to  the  early  fourteenth  cen- 
tury, when  I'Vench  or  \'.irman  Krench 
was  the  everyday  language  of  most 
lay  folk  who  could  read,  hul  hy  Tm- 
dale's  time  Saxon  and  French  /ind 
even  the  Knglish  of  Wycllf  were  no 
longer  understood  of  the  people.

The  first  report  of  the  tul>erculaais 
clinic  for  ehlldraa  managed  by  the 
Y.ile  School  of  Medicine  and  the  New 
Haven  Diapsnsary.  asada  public  re- 
cently, show*  that  tit  Ifew  Haven 
children  are  now  under  cj»re.  The 
clinic  has  been  In  operation  since  last 
December,  and  Is  the  only  out-patient 
tuberculosis  clinic  in  the  country  de- 
voted exclusively  to  aitldre*  ander  *lx 
years  of  age.

Beyond  a  few  tepid  opinions 
expressed  In  uportlnjj  papers  on  the 
suitability  of  profetwlonal  ridlni;  a.s  a 
career  for  women  Mi.ss  RIckaby,  the 
flrsl  girl  Jockey,  expresalng  herself 
aM  being  against  it  for  the  maJaHty 
of  her  sex-i^no  great  notiea  was  taken 
of  the  novelty.
